But Knowledge of High Altitude ite 
Very Limited Says Scientist 

In an article in the New York 
Times, W, J. Luyten, of the Harvard 
Observatory, declares that the idea 
that the upper parts of the atmosphere 
are very cold; gulet and dull must now 
be corrected.. The latest word of 
science, he says, tells us that fifty 
miles high or more the air may be véry 
rare, probably 100,000 times rarer than 
at’sea level; but ft is extremely lively 
|and probably very hot. What little afr 
is left there is excitable and constantly 
indulging in electrie fireworks.

The new North Channel beiow 
Quebec will be opened to navigation 
on June 1 next and continue during 
the high water season, according to 
a recent announcement of the Ma- 
rine Department. The new channel 
extends in a straight line from St. 
Jean, Isle of Orleans, to near the 
north shore. The work has been 
underway for the past ten years. 
The minimum depth of water at 
high tide will be 35 feet. When all 
the work is done there will be the 
same minimum at low tide. 


“The Littls Red Schoolhouse” will 


| be brought on rails to the children 
| living in the remote areas along the 


Canadian Pacific in Northern On- 
tario between Sudbury and Chapleau. 
Fully equipped with desks and teach- 
ers’ accommodations the railway 
care will visit about six points a 
month. There are about 400 pupils 
in these areas of the North who suf- 
fer disadvantages from the lack of 
school accommodation. It is expect- 
ed that eventually the entire areas 
will be served by travelling schools. 


Immigration to Canada in the first 
six months of 1926 amounted to 70,- 
253, compared with 43,241 in the 
game period a ycar ago, an increase 
of 62 per cent., according to a state- 
ment issued by the Department of 
Immigration and Colonization. In 
the period under review British im- 
migration increased from 20,452 to 
27,849; immigration from the United 
States increased from 8,036 to 10,037 
and from other countries increased 
from 14,753 to 32,367. Immigration 
for the month of June amounted to 


12,191, an increase of 50% over 
June a year ago.

NEW WEATHER RECORDS AT 
EXPERIMENTAL STATION 

The weather for August and Sept. 
ember 1926 was decidedly the coldest 
and wettest recorded for these months 
durinz the 19 years since the Domin- 
ion Experimentral Station. at  La- 
combe was established. The only 
years which were nearly as cold and 
wet were 1916 and 1925. The harvest 
«f 1925 was considered very wet, but 
the total precipitation for August and 
September last year was on!y 7.24 in- 
ches. while in 1916 it was 8.27 inches, 
and this year 8.88 inches. These other 
two wet harvests were also much war- 
mer than August and September this 
year. Recent settlers in Alberta will 
be relieved to know that by actual 
record for 19 years the weather is 
quite unprecedented. While in Sept. 
1926, a little over 13 inches of snow 
fell, only once before in 19: years has 
there been more snow flurries’ in 
September at Lacombe. This was on 
September 20th and 21st, 1923, when 
2.5 inches of snow fell. In both 1916 
and 1925 the wet weather was follow- 
ed by a long period of:warm weather.

DAMAGE NOT SO BAD AS 
EXPECTED 


In conversation with farmers who 
have started threshing during the 
past week, it appears that the dam- 
age from the recent bad weather is 
not as bad as at first expected. They 
report wheat turning out in good 
shape, as high as 40 bushels per acre 
being reported, and the grade will be 
sutisfactory. Oats in some localities 
ere frosted slightly, while other parts 
ct the district report little frost dam- 
age. Barley has been damaged prob- 
ably more than other grain, the re- 
port being that it is shelling badly 
in handling. The heavy cxpense, how- 
ever, is caused by the month’s delay 
in harvesting, as many farmers had 
their help hired by the month, and 
wages have gone on during the time 
itt was unfit to work. 

The crop as a whole will be as good. 
-f not better than last years if good 
weather continues, and considerably 
better than harvests of several recent 
years.
